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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4 and 22-25, drawn to a method for identifying a patent specific ratio of two 
or more therapeutic agents. 

Group II, claim(s) 5-16, drawn to a method of preparing a patient specific pharmaceutical 
preparation. 

Group III, claim(s) 17, 18, drawn to a composition prepared by the method of Group II. 

Group IV, claim(s) 19-21, drawn to a method of treatment comprising administering the 
composition of Group III. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

37 CFR 1.475(b) states: 

"An international or a national stage application containing claims to different categories 
of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are drawn only to one of 
the following combinations of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specially adapted for the manufacture of said product; or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and a 
use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically adapted for the manufacture of the 
said product; or 

(5) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, and an 
apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said process." 
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Furthermore, according to PCT Rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when there is a shared 
same or corresponding special technical feature among the claimed inventions. The "Instructions 
Concerning Unity of Invention" (MPEP, Administrative Instructions Under the PCT, Annex B, 
Part 1(b)) state, "The expression 'special technical features' is defined in Rule 13.2 as meaning 
those technical features that define a contribution which each of the inventions, considered as a 
whole , makes over the prior art." 

In the instant case, the claims of Groups I, II and IV are directed to processes comprising distinct 
process steps, which lead to distinct outcomes and define unique special technical features that 
are not shared by the other groups. Although Groups II and IV are related as methods of making 
and using the composition of Group III, Bepler et al. (1986) Cancer Res. 46:3413-3419 (made of 
record in the IDS filed 10 January 2006) teaches a composition comprising a-interferon A and 
difluormethylorinithine mixed together in a ration that provides non-antagonistic effect to 
cultured cells that have a molecular phenotype similar to small cell lung cancer cells, which 
anticipates the composition of Group III. With regard to unity of invention among distinct 
categories of invention, MPEP 1850 III. A. states, "A single general inventive concept must link 
the claims in the various categories. . ." In the instant case, because the shared technical feature 
common to the identified Groups (i.e., the product of Group III) is not a contribution over the art 
(i.e., not a general inventive concept), there is no general inventive concept that unites the 
groups. 

Although claims 22-25 of Group I are directed to a combination comprising the process of Group 
II as a subcombination, Administrative Instructions Under the PCT, Annex B state, If. . .an 
independent claim does not avoid the prior art, then the question whether there is still an 
inventive link between all the claims dependent on that claim needs to be carefully considered. If 
there is no link remaining, an objection of lack of unity a posteriori (that is, arising only after 
assessment of the prior art) may be raised. Similar considerations apply in the case of a 
genus/species or combination/ subcombination situation. In the instant case, the teachings of 
Bepler et al. anticipate the subcombination of Group II. Therefore, there is no inventive link 
between the combination of Group I and the subcombination of Group II and restriction is 
proper. 

Accordingly, Groups I-IV are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special technical 
feature as to form a single general inventive concept. Therefore, restriction under 35 U.S.C. 121 
and 372. 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. Where 
applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are subsequently found 
allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of 
the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. All claims directed to a nonelected 
process invention must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined 
claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 
103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper 
restriction requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained. 
Withdrawn process claims that are not commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim
